immy Carter last Thursday. 

The Administration estimates 
ihatthenumber of undocumented 
aliens in our country ranges from 
9 to 12 million， The figures are 
based on apprehension statistics. 
According to the Immigration Ser- 
vice， nearly ”900,000 undocu- 
mented aliens were apprehended 
and deported last year. 

CONCERNED 

The proposals ” cover many 
areas，including those of adjust- 
ment of status， employer san- 
ctions，border enforcement，for- 
eign policy，temporary Workers 
and _ foreign policy. However， 
most Chinese nationals are con- 
cerned mainly with two issues; 
adjustment of status from that of 


undocumented _ alien to legal 
resident， and employer san- 
ctions affecting our labor- 


jntensive industries，such as ITes- 
taurants and laundries. 

First，two classes of legal resi- 
dent aliens will be created: the 
permanent resident alien and the 
temporary resident alien 

Permanent resident alien status 
w 刘 i be granted to all undocu- 
mented aliens who have resided 
continuously in the United States 
from before January 1, 1970 to the 
presernt. These persons would have 
to apply for this status and prIo- 
vide normal documentary proof of 
continuous residency. If residency 
is maintained，United States citi- 
zenship could be sought five years 
iafter the granting of permanent 
status, as provided in existing law， 

REGISTRY 

The permanent resident alien 

status would be -granted through 
an update of the registry PITOvis- 
ions of the_ existing Immigration 
and Nationality Act. The registry 
statute has been updated three 
times since 1929. When it was last 
updated, in 1965;， permanent resi- 
dent status was granted to those 
who had resided here prior to 
1948. Presently, anyone who came 
before 1948 ”can apply for 
permanent resident status. 
At the same time，temporary 
Iesident status will be granted all 
undocumented aliens，including 
Ones whose legal stays have ex- 
pired, residing in the United States 
on or before January 1, 1977，and 
who register with the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service， 

Persons granted temporary 
status could remain in the United 
States for at least five years，and 
during this time a _ decision could 

e made to extend the permitted 
stay，to grant permanent resident 
alen status，or to deport upon 
expiration of the given years. They 
would be allowed to work and 
would have one year to apply for 
the new status， Also，they would 
2e allowed to re-enter the U.S.

However，they could not have 
political or civil rights to vote,， run 
for office or serve on a jury and 
could not bring in family members 
from abroad. Also, they would not 
be eligible for Federal Social Ser- 
vices _ such -as Medicaid， Food 
Stamps,Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children (AFDC)，or 
Supplemental Security Income. 
State and local governments could 
provide general assistance 让 they 
chose. 

Those eligible for adqjustment of 
status，but do not apply，would 
continue to have the immigration 
laws enforced against them. Also， 
those who entered the United 
States _ after January 1，1977， 
would not be eligible for adjust- 
ment of status， The immigration 
laws would _ still be enforced 
against them and they would still 
be subject to deportation . 


PATTERN 

To ensure the successful enact- 
ment of the above portions- of the 
Administration's proposal，and to 
placate the wrath against em- 
ployment of undocumented aliens 
which have been fanned by un- 
employment rates,，a law has been 
proposed to make unlawful the 
hiringof undocumented aliens， 

Enforcement of the law would 
be limited ,to employers who 
engage in a“pattern OT DIactice” 
of hiring undocumented aliens. 
Sanctions include injunctive relief 
and civil fines up to a maximum of 
$1,000 per alien，An employer 
who violates any injunction would 
be subject to a contempt citation 
and imprisonment. 

On the other hand，employers 
who show that they examined any 
of the designated identifiers (social 
security cards) would not be 
liable, nor would they be required 
to_ verify the authenticity of the 
identification . 


CRIMINAL 

Under the proposed law，crim- 
inal penajties could be applied for 
receiving pay for knowingly assis- 
ting an undocumented alien 
obtain a job. This is particularly 
aimed at “brokers”for undocu- 
mented allens and is meant to 
Imake 刘 teasier to PITOsecute agents 
for smugglers. It also is aimed at 
Supervisors who sometimes threat- 
en to report undocumented aliens 
unless they are given a fee from 
every paycheck. 

To counter allegations of racial 
discrimination and licensed har- 
assment of minority employers， 
the_ Administration indicated 这 
would “oppose strongly discrim- 
ination against Mexican-Amer- 
icans and other ethnic Americans 
that might result from the undoc- 
umented alien program，and fed- 
eral civil rights agencies would be

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The nine- 
year effort of the tenants of the 
International Hotel to stave o 储 
eviction ended last Thursday 
morning when four hundred sher- 
iftfs deputies，firemen and police 
in full riot gear dispersed tenant 
Supporters outside the hotel，and 
after _ breaking down barricaded 
doors into the building，forcibly 
evicted the hotel tenants， 

NOTICES 

Eviction .notices were also 
posted by sheriff's deputies on the 
doors of the Victory Building，a 
hotel adjacent to the International 
Hotel and also owned by Four 
Seas，the Hong Kong-based cor- 
Poration that now owns all bnut 
two buildings on the block of 
Kearny Street bounded by Wash- 
ington and Jackson streets. 

No tenants ” were reported 
injured in the eviction itself;， but 
cast out onto the_ street， and 
refusing to be separated from each 
other，they were unable to find 
relocation housing and are being 
temporarily housed at the San 
Francisco Liberation School，at 
2811 Mission, Offers of relocation- 
housing were first made by 
sheriff's deputies on the afternoon 
of August 4th，when three deputy 
sheriff's arrived at the Liberation 
School with a list of housing relo- 
cation resources, drawn up by the 


city，and with offers of rides to 
relocation housing. 

On this list of housing are nine 
hotels, and on Fridqay,， August 5th， 
Chester Hartman，consultant to 
the International Hotel Tenant's 
Association，held a new confer- 
ence in which he released his 
office's research into the quajity 
and price of city recommended 
housing for I-Hotel tenants，After 
visiting， telepkoning and -re- 
searchin the nine hotels in ques- 
tion，Hartman determined that 
Telocation housing was either too 
expensive for elderly persons on a 
fixed income，or too dangerous， 
according to statements given by 
members of the S.E. police force， 
or Sub-standard and not comper- 
able to _ the 155 housing，units 
found at the I-Hotel. 

ALTERNATIVE 

Hartman argued at the Press 
conference that the results of their 
investigation into alternative 
hosing for the tenants of the Inter- 
national Hotel bears out the con- 
tention that there is no _ available 
low-cost housing that is habitable 
and safe that can be offered as an 
alternative to the housing that up 
until Thursday morning was 
provided by the International Ho- 
tel. 

Last year six hotels and apart- 
ment buildings were demolished 
in Chinatown，and over twenty- 
three _ hundred low rent units of 
housing have been demolished in 
the last decade in the Chinatown 
district， a _ development which 


coincides with a dramatic increase : 


in the Chinese population of San 
Francisco ”because of relaxed 


immigration quotas since 1965. 
Tenants were allowed back into 
the building.briefiy om Friday to 
begin the arduous task of retriev- 
ing their belongings from the 
building. Security guards hired by 
the Four Seas corporation，allow- 
ed only tenants and movers into 
the building itseljf, and slowed the 
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Carters Alien Plan 


We commend President Carter's bold proposals for 
amnesty for the thousands of “undocumented aliens 
living in this country。His proposals are the only practical 
and humane solutions to this complex problem. 

Our community should support these Proposals and urge 
their speedy passage through Congress. 

We share the sense of relief with many“undocumented 
aliens”living in the Asian communities, and look forward 
to the day when they can“surface”and join the rest of the 
community in making a contribution to the neighborhood 
and the nation， 


Concern for the Tenants

Hotel, Some of the more prominent ones include the 
rights of the poor， elderly and disabled tenants; the insen- 
sitivity of foreign investors; the need for low-cost housing 
in the community; and the tactics of many of the Powerful 
commercial developers.

Revolution Helped Youths to Matur 


ToEAST/WEST: 

SinceIwas quoted in the Pacific 
News Service article on former 
Red Guards in San Francisco， 
(E/W 7/20/177 p. 3) II would like 
to expand somewhat on this sub- 
ject，which seems to me far more 
complex than a categorization into 
“disaffected” refugees “pursuing 
the American dqream.” 

FORTUNATE 

I had the fortunate experience 
of being in The Peoples Republic 
of China during the vears 1964- 
69, a time which encompassed the 
major period of the Cultural Rev- 
olution. My husband and I were 
teaching English at the Peking 
First Foreign Languages Institute 
and SO _ were in the position of 
seeing the university students， 
whom we knew well，become the 
Red Guards of that time， The 
older two of our three sons were 
attending Peking University 
Middle School，and, though only 
the eldest was of an age (Sixteen) 
to participate in the activities of 
the period，Tthrough then we 
learned about the experience of 
high school age vouth . 

It was a remarkable historical 
period for the Chinese people and 
for voung people in particular， 
when they were called upon by 
the leader of their countrv，Mao 
Tse-tung, to question pojlitical in- 
stitutions and leaders，traditional 
customs and culture，their school 
curriculum，their own _ attitudes， 
in fact，virtually everything，MVe 
observed _ our students shedding 
their cautiousness， Parochialism 
and deference to _ authority and 
becoming increasinglv daring in 
thought、analvtical and skeptical, 
An entire generation，many of 
whom had never before left their 
native villages，travelled around 
the countrv (using free transporta- 
tion) and developed abroader 
view of their countrys varied 
strengths and problems and, in the 


Drocess，，g&reat ”personal self- 
reliance. 

MATURITY 
Our eldest son went on 8a 


thousand-mile walking trip with a 
small group of classmates，They 
worked in a coal mine and lived 
with peasants in villages ranging 
widelv in economic develop- 
ment. His return home as a person 
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of far greater maturitvy，sOphistica- 
tion and knowledgableness，Wwas 
tvpical of the experience of mil- 
lions，

violence，as there is in any huge 
political struggle，The Cultural 
Revolution，after all，came very 
close to the verge of civil war at 
certain points. However, the over- 


whelming majoritvy of young 
people， in their various ”Red 
Guard organizations， did not 
participate in violent actions.

The_ Cultural Revolution，like 
all revolutions，did not end with 
the utopian society envisioned by 
the idealistic voung. The spjlitting 
of the_ countrv into factions left 
many problems，personal bitter- 
ness，and_ unresolved policy ques- 
tions. Many student activists Were 
resentful about the interruption of 
their education and their long stay 
in the countryside. However，Mao 
often stated that the main purpose 
of the Cultural Revolution was to 
change people s thinking. 

When I now-encounter in Imy 
work as an ESL teacher at John 
Adams Community College 
Center、a_ Chinese student who 
courteouslv， but verv firmly， 
questions me in depth about a 
grammatical point until he is 
absolutelv certain he grasps 让 ，OT 
even argues with me (coirteousl* 
again，of 'course)， I know that I 
am encountering a child of the 
Cultural Revolution，educated in 
"the winds and waves”of struggle 
and taught,“No investigation;y no 
right to speak.” 

Although these immigrants jeft 
China because of the negative as- 
pects of the Cultural Revolution 
and because，rightlv or wrongly， 
felt thev had suffered injustices，

SAN FRANCISCO--The Chi- 
nese Hospital Building Fund re- 
ceiveda shot in the arm last week 
from the Overseas Chinese Af- 
fairs Commission in Taipei，Con- 
sul General Chung Hu-ping pre- 
sented the hospital with a 
$100,000 check toward an esti-

There were no episodes of viol- 
ence in which police were attack- 
ed by demonstrators，or in which 
attempts were made to pull police 
from their horses， In marked 
contrast to the actions of tenant 
Supporters，tactical squad offi- 
cers, and mounted police in parti- 
cular，attacked the crowd with 
shock force and repeated club- 
SwingingE on at least three separ- 
ate occasions before demonstra- 
tors dispersed from around the 
hotel. 

*INJURIES 

As a result of this，one man's 
wrist was apparently broken， and 
five other demonstrators were sent 
to Harbor Emergency Hospital to 
be treated for various injuries.

Ruth Hemenway (1894-1974) 


went to China as a medical doctor 
to _ direct a 100-bed hospital for 
women in Mintsing，Fukien. Her 
work encompassed treating local 
villagers of malaria and perform- 
ing surgery. At the same time、she 
taught and trained Young men 
and women to_ assist her in lab 
work and other medical services. 

Hemenwav was born on a farm 
in WilHiamsburg，Massachuisetts， 
andhad studiedq medicine at Tufts 
Medical School in Boston. Signing 
up as a missionarv with the 
Methodist Women's Board of 
Foreign Missions served only as 
“organizational backing for her 
work in China”(p. 3). 


DOUBTS 
She had high praises for the 
Christian ”missionary work in 


China. Yet at the same time，she 
harbored doubts about religious 
evangelism. “IT wondered what 
was wrong with me, for I could 
not be enthusiastic about chang- 
ing a person's religion. I felt his 
religion might be as good as mine 
in manv wayvs, andq even better for 
him. Idqid not go to China to tear 
down a person s faith in what he 
haq found for his security.”(P. 
51) 

Although much of Hemenwav's 
account relates of medical condi- 
tions, she also manages to recount 
her ,observations of the wayvs， 
customs, and values of the Chinese

People. She saw much suffering 
during= her “stav，a period of 
political turmoil.

Hemenway also saw 
war with Japan and the rise of the 
Nationalist government's New Life 
movement-. 
RECENERATION 

“She was aware of the super- 
ficiality of the Nationalist govern- 
ments programs，which sought 
modernization of the cities before 
Systematicallvy addressing the 
Problems of the countrvside. But 
contrasted with the despair and 
lack of progress she had witnessed 
during the warlord period，these 
programs gave her hope that 
China s_ regeneration was finally 
under way.，(p. 4) 


In her postscript，Hemenway 
views what she had witnessed in 
this perspective: “Phvsical depri- 
vation，hardship，bereavement 一 
these -may not be evils but bless- 
ings if thev initiate constructive 
change.” (p.219) 

Dr，Hemenwavs sensitive ac- 
count is accompanied by her own 
original wwvatercolors. 

Perhaps Fred Drake， who 
became acquainted with Dr. 
Hemenway during her last vears， 
best summed up her career thus: 
“Her dream was to aid a people in 
need . . . During her years of 
medical work in the villages of 
Fukien, Ruth Hemenway grew in- 
creasingly alienated from the goals 
and practices of organized Christ- 
ianity. Yet she continued her work 
with the firm bejief that，with or 
without the aid of Christian miss- 
ionaries， the “combination ”of 
modern knowledge and ancient 
Chinese traditions would produce 
a new China of hope，vigor，and 
Stccess.(pD.
